Problems experienced ap- 
plied to elderly citizens care, 
child care and welfare, par- 
ticularly where mothers were 
at work during the day, the 
placing of evicted families 
in some form of liveable 
premises and other prob- 
lems of community needs. 


These all illustrated the 
need for a close liasion be- 
tween the various bodies con- 
cerned to enable heip to be 
given most efficiently and 
quickly in crisis cases of 
need while ensuring that 
overlapping and waste was 
avoided. 


Other Municipals Councils, 
including Altona, are now be- 
coming more active in this 
field but the need is great 
and often urgent and in the 
opinion of the speaker, a 
co-ordinator is needed to give 
a combined coverage of all 
Western suburbs, which 
would then be much better 
equipped to help cope with 
community welfare in all its 
phases.

for a number of years 


, but just over twelve 


months ago they shot to overnight fame. 


And they delviered an out- 
standing performance at the 
Woodstock festival. 


All four members ,of the 
group grew up in Notting- 
ham, England. 

And they claim to have’ 
met each other in a bus 
shelter. 

They discovered that each 
of them could play an instru- 
ment and decided to form a 
group. 

Ten Years After features 
Alvin Lee, lead guitar and 
vocals, Leo Lyons, bass, Ric 
Lee, percussion and Chick 
Churchill, organ. 

The group has worked in 
clubs in London and Ger- 
many and backed up rock 
singers in America. f 

More recently they have 
appeared in pop concerts at 
the Fillmore East and West. 

Although his group plays a 
great deal of old rock songs 
extremely . well, Alvin is 
emphatic that Ten Years 
After is essentially a white 
blues group. 


“We are trying to develop 
a style that is a logical pro- 
gression, without any forced 
changes” says Alvin. 

“We do ‘not like making’ 
records for transistor radios, 
and we do not think that the 
objective of white blues is 
to imitate black musicians. 

“When we do a blues song, 
its more in style than in feel- 
ing. The feeling is relevant 
only to us.” 

Alvin's parents: were ‘trad” 
jazz fans durings Britain's 
dixieland jazz craze 15 years 
ago. 

So his first instrument was 
the clarinet which he played 
in the Benny Goodman-Woody 
Herman style. 

As proof of this Herman’s 
classic ‘“Woodchopper’s Ball” 
is, still featured in Ten 
Year’s After’s repertoire. 

Then Presley came on the 
scene and Alvin switched to 
guitar. ‘ 


His first influences were 
Charlie Christian and Tal 
Farrow and later, blues 
guitarists. 

Alvin is described as a 
Sensational guitarist and 


lafter seeing him in “Wood- 


stock” I -would agree with 
that statement. 

But he atse has a big in- 
terest in the production side 
of the pop industry. 

He has his own recording 
studio which he describes as 
a “battered up affair’’. 
Leo Lyons looks like a 
character out of an off-beat 
Western film. 

And he even has plans to 


buy a ranch and breed 
horses. 
So far, he has a fully 


equipped western saddle but 
no horses. 

But his collection of an- 
tique pistols is outstanding. 

An excellent musician and 
a strong performer, Lyons 
has been playing with Lee 
since their days as teenagers 
in Nottingham rock clubs. 

Ric Lee joined the group 
in 1964 when they appeared 
in a stage play, ‘Saturday 
night and Sunday Morning”, 
in London's West End. 

Lee is a technical drum- 
mer but‘ he has deve‘oped 
a hard swing  rock-blues 
style which has become an 
integral part of the group's 
sound. 

Youngest member of the 
group is organist, Chick 
Churchill. 

Churchill had no show bus- 
iness experience prior to 
joining the group but, he 
studied the piano from the 
age of five and has a clas- 
sical background and_tech- 
nique which is a rarity in 
rock. : 

He remains more pianist 
than organist in style but 
according to Alvin if Chick 
was anything else he would 
not fit in with the band. 

“Most organists are very 
Strong, very loud, but in 
Chick's case you hear every 
thing he plays, simply be- 
cause it blends in so well 
with the rest of thé group”, 
says Alvin. 

If you have not heard Ten 
Years After yet you may be 
interested in buying one of 
their records on the Dream 
label. 

They have four LPs and 
their latest is “‘Ssssh’. 

Failing that, you can see 
the group appear in ‘‘Wood- 
stock"" which is showing in
